The cemetery, which is one of the 
landmarks in this vicinity, had become 
most unsightly through neglect but iii 
is now w’ell w’orth visiting. The IL A. 
R. membership has had all the tomb­ 
stones straigntened, the grass cut. the 
fence painted and 
renewed where 
necessary’, and

old 
place into the condition which it mer­ 
its.

Washington, Aug. 7.—How the Na 
tlonal 
Association of Manufacturer!! 
“prodded” members of 
congress to 
support legislation the association fa 
voied. and opposed those who threat 
cned its interests was explained to tile 
house lobby committee by James A. 
Emery, general counsel for the asso­ 
ciation. 
Emery was the principal witness be­ 
fore the lobby investigators on both 
sides of the capitol. He began a pre­ 
liminary statem ent to the senate com­ 
mittee of the objec ts and aims of the 
association, and on the house side he 
concluded the identification of the 2 0 0 
letters called from the organization’s 
files by the committee. 
Discussing the 
political 
activities 
of the association, Emery said that the 
body itself did not engineer congres­ 
sional 
campaigns. 
The 
association 
kept track of the reports of congress­ 
men, he added, and when the time for 
their 
re-election 
came, notified its 
members in the Individual districts, 
and the campaign work was done by 
the local members. 
Emery stated that he had been na­ 
tional counsel for the manufacturers 
since 1907, and for the National Coun­ 
cil for Industrial Defense since 19**8 
The council, he explained, was the 
natural outgrowth of the desire of em­ 
ployers of labor to form some na­ 
tional organization that might be ablo 
to do for them what the united labor 
organizations wished to do for labor. 
Broadly speaking, he said, the main 
idea was to fight for the “open shop" 
Instead of the unionised shop for which 
labor contended. 
A letter written by Emery to F. Cl. 
Sohwedtman, secretary of the presi­ 
dent of the National Association of 
Manufacturers, in 1910, commented on 
the fact that “Congressman Barthoidt 
was very effectually prodded from St. 
Louis” In connection with a vote on a 
proposition to exempt 
labor 
union! 
from prosecution under the Sherman 
law.

W ashington. Aug. 7.— A canvas? ot 
the house, just concluded under th** 
direction 
of 
R epresentative 
U nder­ 
wood, the D em ocratic leader, d isclo ses 
that th e adm inistration banking and 
currency bill will be adopted In the 
party caucus to be held on Monday 
next by an overw helm ing vote. 
The leaders appear to be confident 
that th e radical elem ent will confine 
their opposition to the m easure to the 
caucu s and that when the bill is called 
up in the house it will have the sup­ 
port of practically every Dem ocratic 
mem ber. 
Further, the leaders say, the bill 
will receive som e measure of support 
from 
Republicans. 
R epresentative 
Glass, of Virginia, chairm an of the 
com m ittee on banking and currency, 
predicted that the bill would be passed 
by the house on or about Sept. II. Mr. 
Glass entertains som e hopes that the 
m easure will be transm lted to the sen ­ 
a te before the date named. 
The banking and currency situation 
has cleared im m easurably in th e past 
week. aud the present orderly state 
of affairs is attributed In large part to 
the good offices of Leader Under wood. 
A cting in behalf of the adm inistration, 
Mr Underwood has Impressed on the 
Insurgents the necessity of united ac­ 
tion by the Iiemocrats. T h e insurgents 
will fight the hill In caucu s and will 
be given votes on the various am end­ 
m en ts that were defeated in coramit- 
tee. 
Among these are th e W in go amend 
merit 
aim ed at interlocking directo­ 
rates and the R agsdale Henry amend 
ment 
providing for the issu ance of 
currency on cotton, corn and wheat. 
An effort will also be m ade to forte 
the adoption of som e form of govern­ 
ment guarantee of bank deposits. All 
th ese propositions will be d eefated In 
th e caucus and in the house, according 
to sta tem en ts made by the leaders.

ber of Republicans from the t e d have 
given notice privately that they will 
vote for It. 
N ow that the way ha? been paved 
for the pasage of the bill in the house 
the adm inistration is addressing itself 
to the task of adjusting th e situation 
in the sen ate The president is said to 
feel confident that the sen a te will pass 
the banking bill, although he is aware 
its consideration in that body will lo 
definitely prolong the sessio n

and orphaned children of clergym en, j 
are recom m ended in a preliminary re-! 
port of the com m ission on pensions of 
the E piscopal church, of w'hleh Bishop 
Lawrence, of M assachusetts, is chair-; 
man. 
The pension plan, which has been 
framed by Monett Havre, an (‘Xpert of 
the Carnegie Foundation, after un ex*; 
ha tis ti va investigation by th e c o m m is­ 
sion of every pension system in thej 
world, em braces in its scop e the en tire, 
body of 55ob clergym en em ployed in J 
dom estic and foreign fields. 
A fund of $7,000,000 would be n eces­ 
sary at the start and $$00,000 would be 
expended annually thereafter. The an ­ 
nual obligations would be met, under 
the plan, by a tax on the Individual, 
churches.
